Bomber's Son 
Listed Among 
Victims 


HOUSTON, Tex. (AP) — 
A man tossed a suitcase of 
explosives on a school play­ 
ground Tuesday and killed 
three children, him self and 
two other adults. 
Police 
believed one of the dead 
was the lwmber’s son.

least 19 children and the 
school principal to hospit­ 
als.

Police Chief Carl Shuptrine said 
positive identification of Orgeron 
as the bomber was established 
through fingerprints taken from 
a hand found a block from the 
school. 
The Poe Elementary .School ex­ 
plosion rocked a three-acre area 
in a fashionable residential sec- * 
tion near Rice Institute, a uni- j 
varsity.

essary authority to proceed with the 
project. 


Borough-em ployed workmen are to 
build the new highway and we urge 
council to put on a full crew to make 
un for time lost during the Summer 
w hen little was done to expedite the job. 


Had McConnell St. been thrown 
open to Summer traffic, much of 
the congestion in the central part 
of the borough would have been 
avoided.

Against The Trend 


Something delightfully 
different is 
in the oiling for thousands of American 
families, the Federal Communications 
Commission has announced. 
C ontrary to the trend of this infla­ 
tionary era. it has ordered a price cut. 
N ot .an increase, mind you, but a reduc­ 
tion in price! 
Effective Sept. 15, in compliance with 
the FCC order, the vast Bell Telephone 
system will lower its rates for long dis­ 
ta n c e calls of 500 miles and over. The 
cut will be IO percent. 
This may seem like a little matter. 
since most of us do not make many 
calls of 500 miles or more. 
But it re­ 
flects the value of scientific research. 
W ithout the improvements resulting 
from research there could not possibly 
be a reduction in prices during an era 


of generally rising costs of production. 
In the aggregate, the lower rate 
will mean an annual saving to cus­ 
tomers which the KCC estimates at 
$50-million. 
There’s no doubt the public will en­ 
joy the s|K»ctacle of a price going down 
instead of up for a change. 
It should 
be pointed out, however, that the reduc­ 
tion fits in with the long-term trend of 
long distance phone charges. 
Forty 
years ago a New York to San Fran­ 
cisco call cost $16.50 for three minutes, 
stat ion-to-stat ion. In 1050, the cost w as 
$6.50. 
At present it is $2.50. 
After 
Sept. 15, it will I* $2.25. 
That’s a pretty good record hung up 
by telephone research laboratories and 
management.

In the center? Then a few 
nurses could do the Job of 
many 
and more easily than 
they do now. 
Couldn't 
the 
whole 
outer 
shell of the building be a sort 
of light balloon held up by air 
pressure, like our functional 
and comfortable radomes in 
the Arctic? As for heating, 
why go on using expensive 
fuels? If roofs were dome- 
shaped, heat could be had by 
by 
flowing colored gas be­ 
tween layers of transparent 
plastic. The sun would do th# 
rest. In summer, white gases,

others overlooking this wide­ 
open opportunity?"

Auto­ 
mation, s a v e r of time and 
man-hours, Is already consider­ 
ed vital to many Idustrles. 
W hat a spectacular job It. 
could do to relieve the doctor- 
nurse shortage: Far from re­ 
placing doctors — which m a­ 
chines can never, never do — 
automation ran relieve doctors 
of many present burdens; thus 
allow them t j devote more 
time personally to the patient 
and his emotional needs.

sleeping. 
Continuous

It waa somewhat af s 
novelty and Innovation — 
a novelty and Innovation 
in that su* h activities hail 
never before been conduc­ 
ted ob such a grand else 
scale. 
lawm akers 
were 
literally "snowed under.” 


Previously, any such activity 
on th# part of Administration 
department aides and chiefs 
had been helter-skelter, gentle, 
somewhat casual, or perhaps 
hopefully inquiring more than 
anything else. 
It represented the constitu­ 
tional chasm between the ex­ 
ecutive and legislative branch­ 
es. 
When Governor leader mov­ 
ed into office in 1955 — th* 
first Democratic chief execu­ 
tive in 16 years — a chang* 
on this acor# became notice­ 
able almost Immediately.

knowledgers our dependence' 
are 
beneath 
the dignity of 
humans; that God does not 
exist for the purpose of being 
importuned for blessings. 
"Then 
too. 
there 
is 
th# 
smallness of ‘as. our parents 
our teachers, and our country. 
Is this not the epitome of self­ 
ishness, in a time when the 
need is for world peace, en­ 
lightenment, and life for mil­ 
lions condemned to starve?" 
Now to me there is much 
more in this quotation than 
meets the eye. For vv hat this 
young lady is r- ally saying is 
that the family unit. even the 
national unit is too small to 
require allegiance; that t h e 
universal, materialistic 
state 
u an ideal to be accepted. 
In a word. the United States 
is to bring itself down to the 
productive and cultural level 
of the Pacific islanders or for 
that matter, the nomads of 
K a z a w h i s t a n, because all 
should share the goods of the 
Earth, whether teby are pro­ 
ductive or not. 
It is a doctrine of primitive 
socialism, long abandoned in 
every 
socialist 
country, 
in­ 
cluding Soviet Russia, but of­ 
ten taught to our children as 
the pabulum of humanism. 
Then the young lady, hav­ 
ing expounded her philosophy. 
not of non-conformism but of 
what in the days of Emma 
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Goldman and the Ferrer school 
used to be called anarchism, 
proceeds with this paragraph:

There is excitement ail. it 
Juvenile delinquency by which 
is meant that 
some

people engage in major fei »* 
ni»v, including murder. Com­ 
pared to the 
total juvenile 
population, the delinquents aie 
relatively few’ and their mal­ 
adjustments 
are 
often 
pre­ 
natal and due to phy deal as 
well as mental ailments, Such 
matters are principally for the 
police 
or 
for 
psychiatrists. 
But our major problem wun 
youth has nothing to do with 
delinquency. It has to do with 
faulty education which leaves

faith or hope. Here indeed is 
the peril for our nation and 
our times because we build the 
future on sand if the falure 
I* without faith or hop*.

It featured portraits of sev­ 
eral presidents, statesmen and 
military heroes. The two cent 
value was originally issued In 
lake shade, hut was changed to 
carmine March 12. 1890, 
This was a decided change 
in size but very acceptable not 
only to the postoffices but to 
the public at large. All pre­ 
vious stamps were 25/32 of an 
inch wide by one inch high.
